ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER 
OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1938. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  twenty-fifth 
Annual  Report,  which  has  to  be  prepared  in  accordance  with 
the  directions  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health,  and  which  deals 
with  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district,  specifying 
its  administration  and  vital  statistics,  together  with  many  other 
matters,  such  as  social  conditions  and  general  information 
relating  to  the  area,  housing  activities  and  developing  schemes 
under  the  Housing  Acts,  water  supplies,  sewerage,  the  incidence 
of  infectious  disease,  and  such  other  information  as  is  required 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  OCCUPATIONS. 

Every  year,  in  my  Annual  Report,  it  is  stated  that  tlie 
district  is  rural  and  its  chief  pursuit  is  farming  and  agriculture. 
The  Vale  of  Clwyd,  years  ago,  was  considered  the  “ Garden  of 
Wales,”  but  this  portion  of  it  is  now  converted  into  land  for 
grazing,  so  as  to  keep  cattle  and  sheep  only.  Now  milk  pro- 
duction is  largely  carried  on ; cheese  is  not  produced ; and  very 
little  butter.  Corn  growing  is  omitted ; only  very  little  wheat, 
barley  and  oats  are  grown ; so  that  no  teams  and  farm  labourers 
are  required. 

There  has  been  some  building  of  residential  houses,  which 
bring  an  influx  of  retired  people  to  live  in  them.  There  is  a lime- 
stone quarry  at  Dyserth,  where  lime  and  stone  are  produced  in 
large  quantities.  There  is  still  some  unemployment,  although 
road  widening  and  extension  schemes  have  been  a boon  in  the 
district. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

BIRTH  RATE. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  in  the  district  during 
the  year  1938  was  101 — 49  males  and  52  females — one  less  than 
in  1937.  Of  that  number  4 were  illegitimate — 3 males  and  1 
female.  There  were  4 legitimate  sti'll-births — 2 males  and  2 
females — and  no  illegitimate  still-births.  The  101  births  give  a 
birth  rate  of  13.85  per  1,000  of  the  resident  population,  com- 
pared with  15.1  per  1,000  for  England  and  Wales. 

DEATH  RATE. 

. The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was 
154 — 82  males  and  72  females — giving  a death  rate  of  21.10  per 

I, 000  of  the  resident  population.  Of  this  number  67  deaths — 
33  males  and  34  females — have  to  be  excluded,  as  these  were 
non-residents,  being  inmates  of  the  Public  Assistance  Hospital 
at  St.  Asaph  and  admitted  from  several  parishes  in  the  county 
of  Flint.  On  the  other  hand,  23  residents — 7 males  and  16 
females — died  in  institutions  and  hospitals  outside  the  district, 
and  have  to  be  included.  Thus  the  nett  or  “ corrected  ” death 
rate  is  110 — 58  males  and  52  females— which  gives  a death  rate 
of  15.08  per  1,000  of  the  resident  population,  compared  with

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  was 
4,  giving  a death  rate  of  39.6  per  L000  births,  compared  with 
53.  per  1,000  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were  no  deaths  of 
illegitimates  under  one  year  of  age. 

Table  IV  gives  the  causes  and  ages  at  death. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  were  27  cases  of  infectious  disease  reported  during 
the  year,  against  34  cases  the  previous  year  (excluding1  9 cases 
of  tuberculosis  from  this  category) . There  were  7 cases  of 
diphtheria,  10  of  scarlet  fever,  4 of  pneumonia,  3 of  erysipelas, 
and  3 of  puerperal  pyrexia.  There  was  no  case  of  polio-myelitis, 
encephalitis  lethargica,;  cerebro-spinal  fever,  typhoid  br  para- 
typhoid. 

Table  II  gives  further  information  regarding  these  cases, 
with  ages  and  distribution  among  the  different  parishes. 

ZYMOTIC  MORTALITY. 

There  was  one  death  from  measles  .and  one  from  diphtheria ; 
no  death  from  typhoid,  paratyphoid,  scarlet  fever  or  whooping 
cough.

DISTRICT  STAFF. 

The  Staff  of  the  St.  Asaph  Rural  District  Council  consists  of  a 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  (part  time,  an  M.D.,  M.R.C.S.,  L.S.A., 
D.P.H.),  a Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor  (F.S.I.A.,  Cert. 
R.S.I.),  and  a Clerk.  For  the  combined  Hospital  district  a Clerk 
and  Secretary,  a Steward  and  Collector,  together  with  the  fol- 
lowing staff  at  the  Isolation  Hospital: — Miss  Williams,  Matron, 
who-  is  an  S.R.N.  and  S.C.M.,  registered  and  with  fever  trained 
experience;  a staff  nurse,  assistant  nurses,  and,  when  required, 
when  the  Hospital  is  very  full  and  much  night  nursing  is  neces- 
sary, extra  temporary  nurses ; also'  4 probationary  nurses,  a cook 
and  a laundress,  3 ward  maids,  and  a porter  gardener. 

DISINFECTION. 

Arrangements  for  disinfection  can  be  made  as  required  with 
the  Hospital  Steward.  A Washington  Lyon  disinfecting  apparatus 
in  the  Hospital  grounds  is  used  as  required.

SUMMARY  OF  NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS. 

HOSPITAL  AND  OTHER  INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE 
EOR  THE  DISTRICT. 

GENERAL. — There  are  District  Nurses  with  C.M.B.  quali- 
fications in  all  the  parishes.  Generally  two  or  more  parishes  join 
together  to  support  one,  as  at  Tremeirchion  and  Waen,  Dyserth, 
Meliden  and  Cwm.  A Nursing  Association  at  Rhuddlan  has 
Bodelwvddan  joined  to  it.  St.  Asaph  also  has  a good  organised 
service.  Bodfari  is  joined  to  Caerwys  for  nursing  purposes. 

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES.— The  nearest 
Flintshire  Centre  is  at  Rhyl,  where  there  is  a Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Centre  under  the  control  of  the  Flintshire  County  Council 
and  their  Health  Visitor.  Those  who  live  in  the  surrounding- 
parishes  make  use  of  it. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA. 

(1) .  TUBERCULOSIS. — No  private  institution  is  provided 
in  the  district  for  tuberculosis,  but  patients  who  cannot  afford 
treatment  in  private  institutions  are  well  provided  for  by  the 
King  Edward  VII  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association  (Den- 
bighshire and  Flintshire  area) , whose  Medical  Officers  visit 
clinical  centres  at  Denbigh  .and  Rhyl,  where  patients  from  the 
district  are  examined  and  suitable  cases  are  sent  to  institutions 
provided  for  them  in  North  Wales  and  elsewhere. 

(2) .  MATERNITY. — There  will  be  an  extension  to  the 
maternity  wards  at  the  St.  Asaph  Public  Assistance  Hospital,  to 
provide  additional  accommodation  and  to  separate  this  department 
entirely  from  the  rest  of  the  Hospital,  which  will  be  an  improve- 
ment. This  lias  become  necessary  on  account  of  the  increasing 
number  of  confinements,  patients  being  now  admitted  from  most 
parishes  in  the  county.  There  were  97  confinements  during  the 
year — 77  legitimate,  20  illegitimates — and  9 still-born  cases. 

(3) .  THERE  ARE  COTTAGE  HOMES  at  Holywell,  run  by 
the  Guardians,  for  illegitimate  and  homeless  children. 

(4) .  FEVER. — For  fever  cases  the  Isolation  Hospital  at 
St.  Asaph  is  available.  It  was  originally  erected  by  the  St. 
Asaph  and  District  Joint  Hospital  Board  and  opened  in  1929, 
and  was  established  by  the  following  Councils:  Aled  R.D.C., 
Abergele  Urban  Council,  Denbigh  Borough  Council,  Prestatyn 
U.D.C.,  St.  Asaph  R.D.C. 
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The  accommodation  was  ample  for  the  needs  of  the  above 
combined  districts,  but  during  recent  years  a large  number  of 
cases  were  admitted  from  outside  the  district,  with  the  result 
that  it  has  become  necessary  to  enlarge  the  Hospital  so  as  to 
include  new  constituent  authorities.  The  necessary  scheme  for 
its  enlargement  had  to  be  submitted  to  the  Welsh  Board  of 
Health  by  the  Flintshire  and  Denbighshire  County  Councils  for 
sanction.  Now  ,six  new  constituent  authorities'  are  embraced 
and  included  in  the  new  combination  of  authorities  in  Flintshire. 
The  following  are  the  new  authorities:  Buckley,  Connah’s  Quay, 
Flint,  Holywell  Bural,  Holywell  Urban,  and  Mold.  So  now 
there  are  eleven  public  bodies  in  the  combination. 

The  new  extensions  are  being  rapidly  carried  out.  Mr.  F. 
A.  Boberts,  chartered  architect,  of  Mold,  has  given  me  a descrip- 
tion of  the  building  work  now  in  progress  at  the  Hospital  and 
designed  to  provide  additional  accommodation  for  both  patients 
and  staff.  To  carry  out  the  extensions  it  was  necessary  to  acquire 
an  additional  If  acres  of  land.  The  Board  have  had  interviews 
with  the  Buthin  Borough  Council  and  Buthin  B.D.C.  as  to  the 
terms  of  their  inclusion  as  constituent  authorities,  and  if  they 
also  agree  to  join  in,  the  second  22  bed  block  referred  to  in 
the  following  report  will  possibly  be  built. 

The  Beport  states : — ‘ ‘ That  for  the  patients  is  provided  for 
in  a 22-bed  combined  pavilion  and1  cubicle  block.  This  is 
divided  into  a male  and  female  section,  each  of  which  contains 
five  single  cubicles  and  a six-bed  ward,  all  of  which  are  under 
observation  from  two  duty  rooms.  It  is  almost  certain  that 
sanction  will  shortly  be  given'  for  the  second  22-bed  block  to  be 
commenced.  The  existing  cubicle  block  also  has  been  enlarged 
by  the  addition  of  three  further  cubicles.  The  present  admin- 
istrative block,  with  the  addition  of  the  new  wings,  will  contain 
27  bedrooms  and  also  sitting  rooms  for  nurses  and  maids,  together 
with  a large  dining  room  for  nurses.  A private  suite  is  provided 
for  the  Matron.  The  kitchens  and  stores  are  being  enlarged  so 
as  to  deal  effectively  with  the  increased  demand.  The  heating  of 
the  whole  Hospital,  new  and  existing,  is  to  be  done  from  a new 
centralised  boiler  house,  which  will  also  contain  calorifiers  for  the 
hot  water  supply  and  a boiler  to  provide  steam  for  sterilizing 
and  cooking.  This  work,  when  completed,  should  provide  a well 
equipped  up-to-date  isolation  hospital,  ready  to  serve  its  newly 
increased  areas  most  efficiently.” 


(5) .  SMALL  POX. — No  Hospital  is  now  provided. 

(6) .  OTHEB  INSTITUTIONS.— The  Denbighshire  Infirm- 
ary is  within  convenient  distance  of  the  district,  and  is  much 
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made  use  of.  They  have  a motor  ambulance  in  connection  with 
the  institution,  which  can  be  hired.  The  Royal  Alexandra 
Hospital  and  the  Convalescent  Homes  for  Men  and  Women, 
Rhyl,  are  also  taken  advantage  of  by  this  district.  The  County 
Hospital  at  St.  Asaph  is  also  used  for  patients  who  can  pay  a 
little  above  the  ordinary  cost  of  maintenance  there.  There  is 
also  the  War  Memorial  Hospital,  Rhyl. 

AMB  UL  ANCE  EACILITIE  S . 

(a)  For  infectious  cases  a jhired  motor  'ambulance  from 
Messrs.  Brookes  Brothers,  Rhyl,  is  used. 

(b)  Tor  non-inf ectious  cases  and  accident  cases  there  is  a 
motor  ambulance  on  hire  in  connection  with  the  Denbigh  Infirm- 
ary, and  another  by  a private  firm,  Messrs.  Brookes  Brothers, 
Rhyl,  which  is  used  generally  to  remove  cases  to  the  Rhyl  Hos- 
pitals. 


LABORATORY  WORK. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  paid  for  those  who  cannot 
bear  the  expense,  as  well  as  diphtheria  antitoxin. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

These  cases  come  under  the  control  of  the  Flintshire  County 
'Council,  and  patients  have  to  be  admitted  to  the  Chester  Infirm- 
ary for  treatment. 

CHEMICAL  WORK. 

Analyses  of  water  supplies  are  carried  out  by  the  Clinical 
Research  Association  when  required. 

SECTION  C.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
OF  THE  AREA. 


L — (i)  Water. 

The  parishes  of  Bodelwyddan,  St.  Asaph  and  Rhuddlan  are 
supplied  with  water  by  the  Rhvl  U.D.C.,  and  most  of  the  parish 
of  Dyserth  by  the  Prestatyn  U.D.C.  These  supplies  have  been 
satisfactory. 

BODFARI. — Tliis  parish  is  supplied  with  water  from  works 
constructed  by  the  Council,  which  have  proved  satisfactory;  the 
main  supply  at  Pistyll  for  the  village,  and  three  smaller  works 
for  other  parts  of  the  parish. 


CWM  is  similarly  supplied ; one  at  Aelwyd  Ucha,  one  at 
Church  Woods,  and  another  at  Cwm  Mountain.  There  is  also 
a supplementary  supply  when  required  during  a drought  from 
the  water  mains  of  the  Holywell  Rural  District  Council,  who  are 
supplied  by  the  Birkenhead  Corporation. 

BRYNIAU,  DYSEETH. — This  high  level  area  is  supplied 
with  water  obtained  from  the  mains  of  the  Holywell  R.D.C. 

WAEN. — The  water  supply  to  this  parish  is  from  works 
constructed  by  the  Council,  and  has  proved  satisfactory  during 
the  year. 

TREMEIRCHION.—1 The  village  is  supplied  with  water 
from  a source  at  Mynydd  Bychan,  which  was  sufficient  except 
for  a few  days  during  the  drought,  when  it  was  Curtailed  for  a 
few  days.  There  is  a proposal  to  supplement  this  source  by 
tapping  additional  springs  nearby.  A supply  to  the  hamlet  of 
Rhuallt,  in  the  same  parish,  was  satisfactory. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  important  extension  of  sewerage  wa.s  carried  out.  The 
effluent  from  the  sewage  disposal  works  in  connection  with  the 
Council  Houses  in  the  parish  of  Bodfari  has  been  diverted  from 
the  roadside  ditch  and  conveyed  in  a pipe  line  across  the  field 
adjoining  the  road  to  a new  outfall. 

2.  — Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  diversion  of  the  effluent  pipe  referred  to  above  has  been 
the  means  of  checking  the  pollution  of  the  water  flowing  in  the 
roadside  ditch. 

3.  — (i)  Closet  Accommodation. 

There  are  only  very  few  privies  in  the  populous  areas  of  the 
district  where  sewers  are  available.  About  90  per  cent,  of  the 
closet  accommodation,  where  no  sewers  are  available,  are  of  the 
privy  type  with  fixed  receptacles,  the  remaining  10  per  cent,  being 
of  the  privy  type  with  removable  receptacles. 

(ii)  Public  Cleansing. 

Scavenging  schemes  by  contract  are  in  operation  in  the 
parishes  of  Bodelwyddan,  Dyserth,  Rhuddlan  and  St.  Asaph. 
In  the  first  three  parishes  the  removal  of  house  refuse  from  ash- 
bins,  &c.,  also  the  removal  of  contents  of  pail  closets  is  under- 
taken by  the  Council.  A similar  scheme  for  St.  Asaph  is  in 
operation  for  dry  refuse  only,  and  Tremeirchion  also  has  a scheme 
now. 
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Cesspools  in  Dyserth  are  cleansed  with  a special  covered  horse 
cart,  with  pumps,  and  the  contents  are  disposed  of  on  agricultural 
land. 

In  other  parts  of  the  district  the  above  work  and  cleansing  is 
done  by  the  occupier,  and  refuse  is  disposed  of,  as  a rule,  on  the 
land. 

The  Council  have  controlled  tips  at  Dyserth,  Rhuddlan,  St. 
Asaph  and  Tremeirchion. 

(iii)  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

A classified  statement  of  the  number  of  premises  visited,  the 
defects  discovered,  and  the  action  and  result  of  action  taken  is 
appended  to  this  report. 

(iv)  Shops  and  Offices. 

No  action  was  found  necessary  during  the  year. 

(v)  Camping  Sites. 

There  are  three  camping  sites  in  the  area.  No  licences  have 
been  issued  in  respect  of  camping  sites.  The  estimated  maximum 
number  of  campers  resident  in  the  area  at  one  time  is  500. 

(vi)  Smoke  Abatement. 

No  action  wras  found  necessary  during  the  year. 

(vii)  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  public  or  privately  owned  swimming  baths  or 
pools  open  to  the  public  in  the-  district. 

(viii)  Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

Several  tenants  have  been  advised  of  the  best  methods  for 
preventing  infestation. 


4. — Schools. 

All  schools  in  the  district  have  a wholesome  supply  of  pure 
water  on  the  premises.  The  schools-  are  closed  when  necessary 
during  epidemics  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infectious  disease.

SECTION  E.—  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  farms  and  dairies  have  been  inspected,  and  pressure  has 
been  put  on  several  cow-keepers  to  re-condition  their  cowsheds  to 
comply  with  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  and  The  Milk 
Designations  Orders,  1936  and  1938.  While  a higher  standard 
of  cleanliness  prevails  in  the  district,  there  is  much  to'  be  done, 
both  as  to1  the  buildings  and  as  to>  cleanliness  to  produce  milk 
free  from  bacteria  and  bacilli.  Samples  of  milk  are  collected  for 
analysis  by  the  County  Food  Inspector,  and  details  of  the  work 
done  are  attached  to  this  report. 

Pasteurised  milk  has  been  heated  at  145*  Fahr.  for  30 
minutes  to'  destroy  any  disease  germs. 

Tuberculin  Tested  milk  comes  from  cows  that  have  passed 
the  tuberculin  test  for  freedom  from  tuberculosis. 
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Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  (Pasteurised)  is  tuberculin  tested 

milk  which  is  also  pasteurised. 

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  (Certified)  is  tuberculin  tested  milk 

which  is  bottled  on  the  farm. 

Accredited  Milk  comes  from  cows  that  have  passed  a veterin- 
ary inspection,  but  not  a test  for  tuberculosis. 

All  these  milks  are  periodically  tested  for  cleanliness.  They 
can  only  be  sold  under  a licence  from  a local  authority. 

Milk  may  be  sold  without  a special  designation,  but  the 
designations  shown  above  are  the  only  ones  that  are  officially 
recognised. 

Pasteurised  Milk. — Licences  for  this  have  to  be  issued  by  the 
Bural  Council,  but  so  far  no  application  has  been  received.  The 
milk  has  to  be  treated  by  heating  it  up  to  from  145  to  150  F.,  held 
at  this  temperature  for  half  an  hour,  and  then  immediately  cooled 
to  not  more  than  55  F.  This  process  has  to  be  carried  out  in  a 
suitable  plant.  This  milk  also  has  to  comply  with  a certain 
standard  of  analysis  with  regard  to  bacteria.  The  price  of  the 
licence  to  produce  this  milk  is  one  guinea. 

.(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Slaughter-houses  and  meat  shops  were  inspected  from  time  to 
time.

Food  inspection  is  mainly  done  by  the  County  Council,  and 
samples  of  food  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  are 
taken  by  the  same  authority.

The  District  Council  have  taken  no  action  in  this  matter  apart 
from  what  is  done  by  the  Public  Health  Officials  in  the  execution 
of  their  duties.

GENERAL. 

Good  progress  was  made  with  the  Council’s  re-housing  pro- 
gramme in  the  erection  of  30  houses  at  Ehuddlan — 20  of  the 
3-bedroom  type,  6 of  the  2 -bedroom  type,  and  4 of  the  4-bedroom 
type.  29  of  these  houses  are  for  re-housing  families  from  unfit 
houses,  and  one  is  for  a family  from  an  overcrowded  house. 

8 houses  at  Bodelwyddan,  consisting  of  6 of  3-bedroom  and 
2 of  4-bedroom  type.  Six  of  these  houses  were  for  re-housing 
families  from  unfit  houses,  and  2 are  for  families  from  overcrowd  - 
er!  houses. 

The  total  cost  of  the  30  houses  at  Ehuddlan  will  be  approxi- 
mately £14,000,  and  of  the  8 houses  at  Bodelwyddan  £3,800. 
Further  schemes  are  contemplated  at  St.  Asaph  and  Tremeirch- 
ion. 


The  extensions  at  the  St.  Asaph  Isolation  Hospital  are  being 
coiried  out  at  a cost  of  £12,000,  but  that  does  not  cover  the  cost 
of  the  Heating  of  the  whole  Hospital.  The  new  and  existing 
buildings  are  to  be  heated  by  a new  and  centralised  boiler  house, 
etc.,  erected  at  additional  cost,  so  that  there  will  be  considerable 
more  expense  before  the  whole  scheme  is  finished. 
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There  was  a large  and  commodious  new  building  extension  to 
the  Nurses’  Home  at  the  Public  Assistance  Hospital,  with  11  new 
bedrooms  and  dining  room  and  sitting  rooms,  where  now  they 
nave  accommodation  for  18  nurses. 

After-Care  Treatment  Committee  of  Tuberculosis  is  recommended 

This  important  committee  is  doing  useful  service  in  many 
towns  and  districts  all  over  England  and  Wales,  and  consisting 
mostly  of  ladies,  it  would  be  able  to  consider  all  such  important 
matters  and  problems  as  housing,  clothing,  bed  clothes,  extra 
nourishment,  employment,  public  assistance,  shelters  and  many 
miscellaneous  matters  which  arise.
